The ‘qutburst ot | es before an 
could be given Was appalling. Up the ele-

which spread quickly to each of the five 
floors. . Fortunately fhe guest list was not 
very Jarge, and the Majority of those regis- 
tered were politicians and were on the 
second floor. There was a rush for the 
stairs in the front, the servants’ stairs 
in the back, where flames had not yet 
reached, and in a few minutes there was 
a tumbling mass of humanity coming 
Gown these two means of egress. Those 
on the two upper ers could not avail 
themselvés of these Exits, for the flames 
were rushing along the cortidors, and peo- 
ple in the street, Wiha had not yet seen 
the flames, heard 4 crash of glass and saw 
figures come tumbling @ut of the windows. 
‘Within ten, minutes after the fire, at least 
twelve people wete dangling in rope fire- 
escapes, and hap sing on the window-sills.

In less t ‘fifteen minutes after the 
fire-alarm was turned in the entire build- 
ing was wrapped in flames, resembling a 
huge crater, and all hopes of saving the 
famous structure were given up. The hotel 
takes in the entire block, about 110x450 
feet, and this was in another fifteen min- 
utes a seething cauldron, only bounded by 
the four walls. 

At 10:30 o'clock. the east wall fell in and 
some of the firemen narrowly escaped be- 
ing. buried. At 11 o'clock the Broadway 
wall fell out, and one fireman was buried 
im the debris. He was taken out, and is 
not. thought to be dangerously hurt. 

It is rumored at this late hour that 
there are bodies in the ruins and that 
quite a number of people did not escape. 
The clerk says tonight that he is positive 
that all the guests escaped, but does not 
feel so sure about the help, of ch there 
was a t number. There is no way 
tonight of finding out positivaly whether 
these rumors are true or not, and it will 
take a day or so to determine. 

Maltby said after the fire: It ig incon- 
ceivable how the flames obtained such 
héadway. The walls were a mass of fire 
before we received a word of warning.“

more than the clothes they wore, 

One of the incidents of the fire was the 
escapo of Miss Martin of New York, She 
was in the fourth-story window on the 
Steuben-street side, when a ladder was 
raised.

THEY WANT THE EARTH. 


Or that Portion of it on Which 
Southwark, Pa., Stands.

NEW .YORK, Dec. 30.—The heirs of 
William Skillinginks, a name which 
the descenedants ahve changed to Skillin- 
ger, have decided to sue in the courts of 
Ponnsylvania to regain that part of Phila- 
deiphia known as Southwark. It contains 
three and one-half square miles, is sol- 
idly built up and worth many millions. 
Most of the heirs live in southern New 
Jersey and belong to the Schillinger, Hand, 
Townsend, Bennett, Roseman, Stevens 
and Hugh families. 

William Skillinginks, a Swede, owned 
the property in the middle of the eighteenth 
century and leased it in 1776 for nincty- 
nine years. With the twenty years of 
grace allowed to occupants of land for a 
perfect title this lease will expire in 
1896. The heirs claim Skillinginks re- 
ceived his right to the property from iden- 
tures which were made in legal order sub- 
sequent to the charter given to William 
Penn by Charites II., — of England, in 
1681 and from this title in May, 1684, to 
the Swenson family by the Dutch Gover- 
nor of Delaware, which grant was after- 
ward confirmed by Sir Francis Lovelace, 
the subsequent English Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, and recorded at Upland, August 
21, 1741. 


A FRISCO MYSTERY. 


DAVID! ZILIOUX FOUND DYING 
ON THE STREET. 


He Was Formerly Employed in a Los 
Angeles as a Drug Clerk—Two 
Letters Found on His 

Person.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 30.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The local police are much ex- 
ercised over the mystery ot David Zilioux, 
a Los Angeles pharmacist, who was picked 
up at 9 o'clock this morning at the corner 
of. Market and Mason streets, suffering 
from @ tracture ot the skull. He was 
wholly though ‘the 
surgeons have triéd ib rouse his. faculties, 
their efforts have been useless. The man 
is evidently dying, and there is nothing 
on him which # s whether he came to 
his presént condition from crime or acci- 
dent. When examined, the man was found 
t6 be suffering from a bad fracture at the 
base of the brain. The only wounds were 
two contusions, one just over the eyes 
and the other on the chin. The first may 
have cauged the fracture. 

On his person were two letters, giving 
his name and showing that he had passed 
his éxamination as a pharmacist. One let 
ter was inquiring about the necessary 
steps for his examination and the other 
was a badly-spelled letter from Bessie 
Ryan of Los Angeles, written to Zilioux 
when he was spending the summer in the 
hills near San Diego. It gives no clew (0 
the writer’s address. From other papers 


it was learned that Zilioux came originally

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 30.—David 
Zilioux was found unconscious on the side- 
walk at Mason and Market streets this 
morning, his face covered with blood and 
his skull fractured. In his pockets were 
recommendations of Zilioux as a pharma- 
cist from A. Hillier & Co., and from Ben- 
nett & Allen of Portland, Or., and a letter 
from Bessie Bryan of Los Angeles, in 
which the writer urged Zilioux to share 
with her the gold he would be sure to 
find in some mines to which he was going. 

A letter was also in his pocket from 
his father in Hamilton, O., urging Zilioux 
to sénd money for the maintenance of his 
two young children. It is not known 
whether the injuries were caused by foot- 
pads or by a fall resulting from the use 
of morphine, several powders of which 
were found in bis pocket. Zilioux has not 
regained consciousness and is unable to 
tell his story. 

(Zilioux was formerly in the r of 
F. N. Van Horn of the pharmacy at No. 
247 East First street. He left Mr. Van 
Horn’s employ in February last, and it 
was understood that he was going to San 
Francisco. At that time he had but little 
money, in fact, wanted to borrow money 
for his trip. He was a widower with two 
children, who were with relatives in 
Ohio. Zilioux was a member of Court No. 
8385 of the Foresters. He was generally 
well spoken of by his former eniployers.) 

LATER.—At 11 a'’clock tonight Police 
Surgeon Somers examined Zilioux to see 
whether there was any wound that might 
have produced the symptoms of skull frac- 
ture. My opinion, said the surgeon, is 
that the man fell and struck his chin 
on the pavement and the fraciure re- 
sulted.”

Unknown Fiends Plunder Their 
Home After Committing the 
Awful Deed. 


A Prospector Killed by Indians—

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 30.—This commu- 
nity «was last night the scene of one of 
the most fiendish crimes ever committed 
here. An old and esteemed grocery mer- 
chant, F. H. L. Webber, and his elderly 
wife were brutally butchered in their com- 
fortable home, which was plundered by 
the murderer or murderers. There is no 
clew to the perpetrators of the deed, and 
so mahy hours elapsed between the time 
of the tommission of the deed and its 
discovery that the fiends have had time 
enough to jump an outgoing train and 
be two hundred miles away. 

That the motive was robbery there is 
no doubt. 
ness at Thirteenth and L streets, oppo- 
site Capitol Park, and was regarded as 
being quite well off. Singular to say, 
however, he had no account at any of the 
banks, and is supposed to have kept a 
considerate sum of money about his 
house. He and his wife lived alone in the 
second story of the building, in which he 
conducted his business. Yesterday was 
railroad pay-day in this city, and among 
Webber's customers were many railroad 
employees. Just how much money he had 
secreted about his house is not known, 
but the store day-book shows that his 
receipts yesterday were $335. This is gone. 
In fact, not a cent was found today in 
the rooms occupied by the grocer and his 
wife, although the safe downateirs was not 
molested. Everything upstairs, however 
was overhauled by the marderets. 
The Great . was known of the 
was about II olglock today, 
ber’s married son, Luther, wert to the 
store. Seeing some blood on the floor, and 
finding that it had leaked through the 
célling, he hastened upstairs to ask his 
father what it meant. He was nearly par- 
alyzed on entering the kitchen; in the rear, 
to find both his parents lying dead on the 
floor, their clothing torn from their bodies 
in places, and their heads gashed and 
crushed by blows from an ax. The kitchen 
and back porch looked Hke a slaughter 
pen. As nearly as can be judged from 
the condition of things and the position 
of the bodies, Webber and his wife had 
been sitting up quite late. Webber had 
evidently gone upon the back porch, where 
he was struck down with the ax and bru- 
tally murdered. His body was then, or 
later on, dragged into the kitchen. Mrs. 
Webber had evidently heard the noise, and 
started through the hallway toward the 
kitchen, when she encountered the mur- 
‘derer, and turned back, for the back of 
her head was split wide open by the blade 
of the ax. Again and again was the 
fiendish act repeated, and the heads and 
faces of the victims present a horrible ap- 
pearance. 

The ax with which the deed was com- 
mritted was taken from a woodpile in the 
rear of the building, and was found today 


The murderer, if there 
but was one, must have been dripping 
with the blood of his victims, as blood- 
marks were found even on the front fence 
of the open lot and adjoining store, where 
be or they climbed over. This fact may 
possibly lead to the detection of the 
fiends. 

It is apparent that whoever did the deed 
knew something about Webber's. busi- 
ness and methods, but thus far suspicion 
dees not rest on any particular person or 
persons.

Bark Osseo Dashed ‘Upon a 
Breakwater. 


She is Wrecked While Putting into 
Holyhead after a Long 


Voyage. 


The Work of the Storm on the Atlan- 
tic Coast— Half of Florida’s 
Crops are Ruined — The 
Western States. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

LONDON, Dec. 30.—(By, Atlantic Cable.) 
Severe weather has prevailed throughout 
Great Britain since Saturday, the 
heavy gale being accempanied by hail = 
snow, rendering navigation along th 
coasts both difficult and dangerous. All 
vessels that could do so made for havens 
of shelter. Some of them, however, did 
not succeed in reaching port, but were 
wrecked almost within sight of safety. This 
was the case with the British bark Osseo, 
Capt. Boggs, which sailed from Taltal, 
August 15, for Androssan. She made the 
long voyage safely until this morning, 
when she was wrecked on the Holyhead 
Breakwater and every soul on board of 
her, twenty-four in all, were drowned. 

The ship was caught in a gale in the 
Irish Sea. The captain evidently thought 
to run to Holyhead and wait for the storm 
to abaté. At 3:30 o’clock this morning, 
the keeper of the lighthouse: at the sea- 
ward end of the long breakwater, saw a 
bark come out of the gloom with her 
lights burning brightly and under close 
storm canvas. The wind was blowing a 
lively gale, and aterrific sea was running 
before it. The bark, however, was making. 
as good weather of it as possible and was 
apparently being handied in a most care- 
ful manner. How the accident occurred 
is not exactly known, but is is surmised 
that an extraordinarily high sea lifted her 
when she was quite close to the break- 
water and dashed her upon it. She struck 
amidships and immediately began to break 
up, the sea pounding at her furiously the 
moment she became stationary. 

The lighthouse-keeper, as soon as he re- 
alized what had occurred, fired a rocket 
to call the coast guardsmen and the life- 
boatmen. Meantime the bark had broken 
into halves, the main mast going by the 
board. In its fall it struck several of the 
crew who were on the deck, killing them 
instantly. Others of the crew had clam- 
bered into the fore and mizzen rigging to 
escape being washed overboard by the 
huge combers that were making a clean 
breach over the wreck. The coast guards- 
men were the first to reach the scene and 
were followed soon after by the lifeboat- 
men. Above the howling of the gale could 
be heard the cries of the men on the bark 
for assistance. 

The coast-guardsmen got a line aboard 
the wreck, and it was caught by one of 
the crew. Before he could make it fast, 
the fore and mitten masts were whipped 
off close to the deck, and everybody in 
the rigging fell with them into the sea 


and were drowned. The sailor who had 


caught the HMne was crushéd to déath 
under one of the falling masts. After 
the masts gone by the board, all 
was silence on the wreck, and those on 
the breakwater knew that all hands on 
the bark had perished. In a short time 
nothing was visible seaward, but broken 
spars and a raffle of rigging attached te 
them. During the day nine bodies were 
‘recovered. 

The identity of the bark was learned 
from some of her papers that were 
washed ashore. The Osseo was commanded 
by Capt. R. Boggs. She was a steel ves- 
gel of 1339 tons, and was built in 1889 
at Londonderry, from which port she 
hailed. Her dimensions were: Length, 245 
feet 3 inches; beam, 56 feet 9 inches, and 
depth of hold, 21 feet 5 inches. B. H 
McCorkle was her owner. . 

The Norwegian ship Frex, Capt. Han- 
sen, from Darien, while riding at anchor 
off Troon, was dismasted. Her crew was 
taken off in a lifeboat. The boat capsized 
and one man was drowned. The British 
bark Bonita, Capt. Thomas, from Galves- 
ton, was run into off Falmouth, this 
morning, by the schooner Carrie Harvey 
and was damaged. 

A dispatch from Londonderry says that 
nothing has been heard of the Mississippi 
and Dominion line steamer Sarnfa, Which 
lost her rudder at sea, and which, after 
being taken in tow, was d about 
one hundred and thirty miles west of Tory 
Island, in heavy weather. Owing to the 
gale in the English Channel, the Ostend 
mail steamer was unable to leave Dover 
today.

An unusually high tide in the River Elbe 
has flooded the low-lying parts of Oux- 
haven and Hamburg. Two bodies have 
been washed ashore in the lower Elbe. 
Enormous damage has been done along the 
North Sea coasts. Many vessels, badly 
damaged, have been towed into Bremer- 
haven. 

ON THE ATLANTIC. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—All incoming 
steamers report severe weather along the 
toast: Steamers from Europe report hav- 
ing experienced the effects of the gale 
of the 27th when approaching the Banks. 
and Nantucket. The wind, which set in 
from the southwest, blowing a strong 
gale, which shifted to the southwest and 
northwest, accompanied by heavy seas 
and intensely cold weather. 

The vessels’ decks and hulls were 
quickly covered with ice to the thickness 
of several inches.

Florida Falls a Victim to the Blasts 
of Boreas.

„There is no reason whatever,“ he said,

home at West Union, a: kind, loving wife 
and one child, and no man’s domestic re- 
lations were ever happier than mine have 
always been. The only way that I can 
account for the uneasiness was that my 
letters failed to reach my wife. It seems 
strange, though, that no one of the many. 
people I met did not say something to me 
about the inquiries that were made for me. 
I made no concealment of my name or 
place of residence. I called upon Mr. Mat- 
thews, Mr. Taggart and Mr. Byntim, hav- 
ing serving wih the latter in Congress, 
and none of them mentioned the fact that 
my absence from home had caused any 
comment in any of the papers.“

MURDERER ASHFORD’S IDEN- 
TITY DISCLOSED. 


He Comes of Wealthy English Stock, 
but Has Squandered His, For- 
tune in Wild Sprees—His | 

Sister a Marchioness.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 30.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Advices from Vancouver, B. O., 
say that the identity of Ashford, who 
murdered his wife and child, and attemp 
to take his own life, December 22, has 
been partly made known by his private 
papers. These papers show that Ashford’s 
sister is a marchioness, her maiden name 
being Elizabeth Flowers. Ashford’s real 
name was George Frederick Flowers. 

The papers and letters disclose the fact 
that the Flowers family is possessed, of 
great wealth, and that the sister of The 
murderer willed to Ethel Flowers, Ash- 
ford's second daughter, a large estate in 
England. She came into her estate on 
her eighteénth birthday. This accounts for 
the remark of Ashford: ‘‘When I am gone 
all but Dthel will have to beg on the 
streets,“ also for is attempt to shoot 
every one of his children but Ethel. Ash- 
ford today, on being reprimanded for re- 
senting some prison discipline, said, in- 
dignantly: “You. fellows will find out 
who I am before this trial is over.“ 

Ashford disgraced his family by a stic- 
cession of wild sprees, squandering his 
fortune. As he was a prominent Cam- 
bridge graduate, and one of the leaders 
in aristocratic society, his actions created 
a scandal, and, as disgrace followed some 
of this escapades, he concluded to sink 
his identity. He dropped his title, friends 
and old associations, and became com- 
mon soldier, joining the Royal 1 Fu- 
sileers in India, under the name of Ash- 
ford, and marrying the daughter of the 
farrier of the fregiment, who knew his 
past and was willing to overlook every- | 
thing. 


FAC SIMILES ILLEGAL.. 


The Postage-stamp Fiend Will be 
Watched Hereafter.

WASHINGTON, ‘Dec. 30.—The opinion of 
the Solicitor of the Treasury to the effect 
that it is unlawtul to have in pdsses- 
ston, or to uke plates for. the printing of 
postage stamps in the similitude of those 
issued by foreign governments, will be 
acted upon at once. No more so-called 
stamp albums, containing stamps of these 
kinds will be allowed to be printed, and 
the cuts from whieh these are printed 
will be seized, 
It is an astonishing fact that the pen- 
alty imposed by law for the counterfeit- 
ing of foreign stamps is much more severe 
than for counterfeiting United States 
stamps. In the case of foreign stamps, the 
penalty is not less than two, nor more 
than ten, years’ imprisonment; while for 
the counterfeiting of United States 
stamps the penalty is a fine of not more 
than $600, mor more than five years’ im- 
prisonment, or both. The United States 
Court might impose a fine of $1 or one 
day’s imprisonment, for violations of the 
American law, and come within the law, 
while the minimum penalty as to foreign 
stamps is two years’ imprisonment.

BAD FOR THE CANAL. . 
Colombia’s Import Tax Would Tend 
to Restrict Trade via Panama.

NEW YORK, Deg. 30.—In reterenge to 
the Colon dispatch received Friday night 
exclusively. by. the Associated. Presa, stat- 
ing that, after the ist. of January, Panama 
and Colon would cease to be free ports, 
and that a duty would be collected of 10 
per cent. ad valorem on all imports, of-. 
ficials of the Panama Railway Company 
say that while they as yet have received no 
official notification ot the proposed action 
by the Colombian government, they have 
bebn advised unofficially that such a tax 
Was proposed, Of course, they said, they 
would protest against such a tax, Which, 
owing to local conditions, would be @ very 
heavy one, on the principle that it would 
tend to restrict trade. 

The opinion was expressed that if work 
were actively resumed of the Panama 
Canal, as, proposed, it would be absolutely 
necessary to import supplies at any cost; 
but, .unless this work were resumed, it 
was very likely that the trade of the coun- 
try would be killed. The impression in 
the office of the Panama Railway Company 
was that Colombia was using every means 
in its power to increase its revenue in an- 
ticipation of the resumption of work on 
the canal, the development of internal 
resources, such as mines, te., and to 
have increased resources as precautionary 
measures in the event of possible. changes 
in the government. 

The published statements that $80,000 
had beén appropriated for the transmis- 
sion of troops was regarded as very signifi- 
cant of the government's efforts toward 
preventing any possible trouble. One 
proposition made not long ago was to im- 
pose an export tax on bananas, but this 
plan was wisely given up, as it would 
have killed the industry, which is the 
principal one of the country. It goes to 
show that efforts have been made to in- 
creake the country’s revenue. |

Ahe development of the greatest trotters 
dad pacers of the turf—Direct, 2:05%; Di- 
rectum, 2:06%; Directly (2,) 2:07%; Alix, 
2:08%. and Flying Jib, 2:04 and 1:58%, with 
vacing mate, all world’s records, has made 
people forget his great achievements as a 
business man. I have known him for thirty 
years, and I first knew him in that capac- 
ity. I knew him in scenes and under con- 
ditions, which have passed away into his- 
tory, néver to return again in the life 
of this people and nation. ) 

He was an actor then in one of the most 
thrilling periods, and surrounded by the 
wildest scenes, in the settlement of the 
great, West. It was during the war of the 
rebellion and the great Indian wars, which 
Involved all ot that vast country west of 
tha Missouri River, from the British 
boundary on the north, to the Mexican bor- 
der on the south. These were the days of 
the Great Piains tribes of Indians; the 
Sioux nations, the Pawnees, the Crows, 
the Arapahoes, the Cheyennes, the Kiowas, 

ie Comanches on the plains, the great 

te o@nfederation, the Snakes, Bannocks 
and Apaches in the mountains and inte- 
rior basins. They occupied a territory 
larger than all the country east of the 
Mississippi River, and they were numer- 
ous, well mounted and fiercely warlike. At 
the time of which I am writing, Spotted 
Tall, the chief of the Sioux, told me that 
if the great tribal council should light 
the war-fires on their signal hills, 20,000 
mounted warriors would go out to battle. 
The other tribes could and did send more 
than that sumber into the field. There 

Were no railways in all that vast country 

then—there was not even a railroaé to the 
Missouri Rlver. There were military posts 
and scattered settlements in Colorado, 
Utab, Idaho, Montana and two transcon- 
‘tinental stage lines—one to Santa Fe, N. 
M., and one from the Missouri River to 
Colorado; Utah and Montana, and there 
Was to California the pony express, which 
carried messages 3000 miles in ten days. 
There were also many trading stations 


Along the stage lines, in the settlements 


and in the mining camps, so completely 
fortified as to withstand All attacks. Every 
one of these great Indian tribes were then 
at wer, and the government was vainly 
trying to guard and patrol that vast coun- 
try with forty or fifty thous@nd men from 
the different military posts. 

It was my fortune to be an army officer 
then, and to meet Monroe Salisbury: These 
military forces, the people of the settle- 
ments and mining camps and stage lines 
required, immense supplies, and it ‘took 
an army of freighters to furnish them. 
Mr. Salisbury was what was then known 
as a “freighter,’’ and to be a freighter. at 
that wild time was to be fighter, a fighter 
for hie freight, his stock and his life. 

e hardsInps of that life were little less 

n its dangers. It meant the coarsest 
food, the greatest physical’ exertion 
through the day, extreme and unremitting 
Watchfulmess at night, with no bed but 
the earth, and no sbelter from rain, snow 
or blizzards, but the sky overhead. Every 
moment of the day and night the savage 

. Warwhoop and fierce attack was to be ex- 

pected: It took all the grandest physical 
and mental qualities to carry a man 
through such a iif. and Salisbury had 
them All in the st perfection. Is it 
any wonder, even with such an equipment, 
that ten years of such experietce should 
have made his head white as the moun- 
tain snows ‘before he reached the fifty- 
year mark? For ten long years Monroe 
Salisbury led this lite, sleeping on the 
ground every night in rain, hall, snow 
and temperatures often far below zero. 
His trains of wagons grew longer and his 
fréeighting interests larger till he was a 
central. figure in that immense: business. 
He was known favorably from the Mic- 
sourl River to Helena, ‘Moit,,’a distance 
of 2000 nifles, and he was popular with all 
classes of people. 

During. the construction of the Pacific 
Rallways he was one of the largest con- 
tractors,’ building many miles of these 
Trailways, where men worked with a Win- 
chester rifle within easy reach, and there 
Was about as much Indian fighting as 
Working to do.

Under his 
energetic management his business grew 
tif at one time his mail contracts covered 
8000 miles, and he employed an army of 
men and horses.| He engaged in mercan- 
tile and banking business, owned and op- 
erated silver and gold mines and built two 
lines of railroads. 

It was after all these far-reaching enter- 
prises that his inherent love for the light- 
harness horse asserted itself. At firat he 
only bought and drove fast roadsters. He 
first roaded Bateman, 2:22%; Sweetness, 
2:21%; May Day, 2:30, and other fast ones. 
He raced some of these roadsters with con- 
siderable success, and then followed the 
purchase of Romero, 2:19%; Director, 2:17, 
and Monroe Chief, 2:18. Before 
bought these horses he had no intention of 
racing as a business; in fact, until five 
years ago his other business prevented him 
devoting much attention to his horses. Up 
to that time it was simply his relaxation 
and recreation. The purchase of these 
horses and their success on the course 
gradually led to the buying of brood mares, 
the establishment of a breeding farm at 
Pleasanton, Cal., and the devoting of con- 
aiderable of his time to racing and breed- 
ing. It is only for about the past five 
years that he bas made a study of breed- 
ing, training, shoeing and racing. ‘The re- 
sults of these years have been so great 
that he is universally conceded in the 
first rank among bréeders and traipers.

CICERO J. HAMLIN. 

Cicero J. Hamlin, the veteran turfman 
and horse-breeder of Buffalo, is a great 
believer in the theory that a thoroughbred 
cross on a trotter generally results in a 
faster and gamer diagenal-gaited harness- 
horse. He bas exploited this opinion in 
season and out of season for years, the 
latest occasion being th the magnificent 
Ctiristmas number of the Chicago Horse- 
man, Where, he tells of his forty years 
as a breeder. On the particular points at 
issue the Master of Village Farm says: 
“I see some one has said lately that 
Mag Addison was the first trotter I ever 
owned, but I owned a good many horses 
before her. However, it was in 1857 that 
I bought Mag, and with her I bought six 
others. Two of them were mares by 
Ethan Allen, and I drove them for many a 
long year. One of them, Le Blonde, I 
subsequently sold to Henry N. Smith of 
the Fashion Farm, and she now figures in 
the book as the grandam of Pixley, 2:08. 
These mares were typical Morgans, very 
shapely, sound, round in their berrels, and | 
their legs were ‘what I have alwaye since 
1 knew. of nobody 


_althoagh 

else who uses the term. There was in 
these mares a certain grace and beauty, 
combined with speed, which I always think 
should go together in a gentleman's road 
horse. What I found in them solidified 
in my mind the idea of type, and from that 
time forward I have always tried, in fact 
my great aim in breeding has always been 
to combine. speed with size, soundness, 
style and elegance of form. 

“After I bought these mares I paid a 
visit to Long Island, and while there I saw 
George M. Patchen driven by Hiram Wood- 
ruff on a half-mile track. I was struck 
with the beauty as well as the speed of 
the horse, and I made up my mind then 
and there that in breeding the trotter 1 
would have to resort to the blood ot the 
thoroughbred to obtain that fineness and 
elegance together with the flat, fluted legs 
which it seemed to me a perfect horse 
must have. In all the years that I bave 
bred horses I have never had any occasion 
to alter this opinion, and my firm belief, 
after forty years of experience, is that 
the more thorough-biood we can get in the 
trotter, and at the same time control and 
keep him at the trotting gait, the better 
horse I can breed. It is almost useless to 
go into all the points fully which I con- 
sider entitle me to this belief. Briefly, 
however, I will say that we know the 
thoroughbred has been trained for centu- 
ries to run long or short distances at the 
greatest rate of speed ever acquired by 
horsefiesh, and in consequence the com- 
plete organization has become so refined 
and fitted to endure and carry this great 
speed, that if we can, by judicious cross- 
ing, utilize all these good qualities, we are 
gaining what we never could obtain from 
the coarser strains which spring from the 
bush. 

“One of the main points which we gain 
from this thoroughbred cross is the. in- 
creased size of the ‘blow pipe.“ Years 
ago I saw Maud S. trot a heat against 
2:11 on the old Dexter Park track in Chi- 
cago. The mare was badly driven, and 
had been still worse trained. She was in 
no condition physically to carry her great 
~ to the end of the mile, and in the 
ast quarter she tired very badly, being 
very leg-weary on account of her muscles 
not having been given sufficient strength 
by judicious training. She crossed the 
wire without having accomplished what 
she set out to do, but to the best of my 
recollection she made the mile in 2:11 and 
a fraction. .As she turned and came back 
to the score I hastened to her head and 
found that although very leg-weary, she 
was not breathing hard enough to blow 
out a lighted match. I then thought that 
if a mare which carried à large infusion 
of racehorse blood, badly driven and badly 
conditioned, could stand the hard ordeal 
without distress to her lungs, I was all 
right n my theory that the racehorse 
would give us the breathing apparatus we 
need 


Mr. Hamlin has a string of thirty-six 
promising youngsters on the covered track 
at the driving park at Buffalo. Lon Me- 
Donald, the assistant Village Farm trainer, 
is putting the babies through a regular 
course of training. Hamlin sent the bulk 
of his stars and performers to Cali- 
fornia, where they will be campaigned 
until spring. The animals are of all ages, 
from yearlings to seven and eight-year- 
olds, and, while none has ever earned a 
race ord, a good share would not be 
stopped in 2:20.

Fatalities Among Trotters. 
A LARGE DEATH LISP DURING THE 
PAST YEAR. 


The past year was prolific in the way of 
fatalities among fast trotters and pacers. 
No less than 106 horses with records of 
2:30 or better have died since January 1 
of the present year. The extreme speed 
list has been the greatest sufferer, for the 
four with records below 2:10 that have died 
were all comparattvely, young, and three 
of them were among the most prominent 
campaigners of tde past season. 
lico,, 2:10, and the pacers, Hal Braden, 
2:07%; Ontonian, 2:07%,. and Crawford, 
2:07%, were a quartette of great ones, 

' Of race qualities as well as 
speed, and their taking off was a great 
loss to the turf.. Pamlico and Crawford 
died in the midst of the campaign, and 
Hai Braden just at its close. Ontonian 
would probably have been campaigned the 
coming year, and it is safe to say that 
three of the number at least would have 
taken much lower records in time. One 
brilliant prospect that was nipped in the 
bud, was Cartridge, 2:14%, the Michigan 
horse that broke an ankle in a ‘Tunaway 
accident early in ‘the spring, and had to 
de destroyed. Cartridge had shown speed 
that made his owners believe that hé would 
step some distance into the 2:10 list.

The Great Carbine. 
THE AUSTRALIAN RACER MAY COME 
. TO AMERICA. 


Carbine, the greatest of Australian race- 
horses, may come to the United States. His 
owner, Donald Wallace, has failed and all 
his horses are for sale. J. B. Haggin, 
the well-known horse-breeder ot thor- 
oughbreds in California, received a cable 
dispatch from Mr. Wallate’s agent, nam- 
ing a confidential price for the horse, but 
the offer has not as yet been accepted. 
Three years ago Mr. Haggin sent Dr. W. 
. Ross as special commissioner to Mel- 
bourne, giving bim carte blanche to buy 
Carbine, but Wallace refused to sell him 
at any price. 

Carbine. was bred by the New Zealand 
Stud Company and was foaled in 1885. 
Royal .racing blood runs in his veins. He 
is by Musket, out of The Mersey, by 
Knowsly, out of Clemence, by Newmin- 
ster, out of Eulogy, by Euclid, out of Mar- 
tha Linn, dam of Voltiguer: He is a 
bright bay. with black joints, stands six- 
teen and one-half hands and is of splen- 
‘did conformation. 

As a two-year-old Carbine won every 
race for which he started.. The greatest 
race in which he took part was the Mel- 
bourne cup, the most valuable handicap 
in Australia, worth $60,000. This he cap- 
tured in 1890 from thirty-nipe starters, 
the largest fleld that ever n.for the 
event. Carbine carried 145 pounds and 
ran the distance, two miles, in 3.28%, on 
turf, record time for the event. He also 
won the Australian championship 
three miles, and the Metropolitan handi- 
cap. He was a winner at all distances, 
trom & furlomgs to three miles, and, von 
with equal ease races on bard: tracks and 
In soft mu. 

Competent judges have pronounced Car- 
bine to be ons of the greatest horses that 
ever appeared upon the turf, and as a 
weight-carrier and over a distance the 
greatest horse th ever ran a race. A 
proof of the sterling quality of his blood 
is the fact that his half-brother was the 
greatest three-year-old in Australia last 
year. He won the Victoria Derby at Mel- 
bourne, and a number of other valuable 
and important events.

DUTIES AND WVEBT. 


A Record of Which the Republican 
Party May Well be Proud. 


(American Economist:) Soon after the 
civil war, 1870, only 4.74 per cent. of our 
total imports of foreign goods were ad- 
mitted free of duty. The total amount 
of customs duties paid in that year was 
$191,513,974, which was equal to $4.96 per 
capita on our population. 

Five years later, in 1875, as much as 
27.83 per cent. of our total imports were 
goods admitted free of duty. The total 
amount of customs duties paid in 1875 
Was $154,554,983, which was $3.51 per 
capita of our population. 

Ten years later, in 1885, as much as 

33.28 per cent. of our total imports were 
goods admitted free of duty. The total 
amount of customs duties paid in 1885 was 
$178,151,601, which was $3.17 per capita 
of dur population. , 
Seven years later, in 1892, in the height 
of our prospéfity, as much as 56.30 per 
cent. of our total imports were goods ad- 
mitted free of duty. The total amount 
of customs duties paid in 1892 was $174,- 
124,270, which was less than in any year 
since 1879, and only 2.66 per capita of 
our population. 

During this period of twenty-two years 
our imports on goods free of duty in- 
creased from 4.74 per cent. of all imports 
to 56.30 per cent. The total amount of 
money paid by the people for customs 
duties, notwithstanding the enormous in- 
crease in our population of 27,000,000 per- 
sons, was $17,389,704 less in 1892 than in 
1870. The per capita proportion of our 
customs duties was reduced from $4.96 
to $2.66, a decrease of $2.30 for every man, 
woman and child in the country. This 
was the result of undisturbed protection. 

It must not be imagined, however, that 
this large reduction in the people's con- 
tribution to the cost of government was 
accompanied by an increase in the 
national debt as the result in inefficient 
administration. Quite the contrary. 

In 1870 the outstanding principal of the 
public debt of the United States amounted 
to $2,480,672,427.81, or $64.38 per capita 
of. our population. In 1892 it amounted to 
only $1,628,840.151.63, or $25.06 per capita 
on a. dasis of 65,000,000 population. We 
thus ve the following facts:

During these twenty-two years of un- 
disturbed protection the total annual 
amount of customs duties decreased by 
$17,389.704, or $2.30 per capita, even with 
an increase of 27,000,000 in our population. 
During the same period the outstanding 
principal of the public debt was decreased 
by $851,832.276, or $39.27 per capita, re- 
ducing it from $64.33 in 1870 down to 
$25.06 in 1892. ° 

This is a record that the Republican 
party has reason to be proud of. It isa 
record that should compel the restoration 
of the policy of protection. 


How to Detect Adulterated Olive Oil. 


(From The Olive and Olive O11.“ in 
Demorest’s Magazine for January:) As 
with teas and coffees, it is quite impossi- 
ble to describe in words those peculiarities 
which distinguish one quality of olive oil 
from another, especially those, which, by 
artificial treatment, are made to resemble 
‘grades in which they do not properly be- 
long. All that may be said is that the 
finest oils have a pale, greenish hue, very 
similar to those rifts of autumn sky be- 
tween the sunset clouds, after a day of 
storm, a faint, nut-like perfume, and leave 
just the slightest suspicion of acridity ‘in 
the throat, after a portion of the oil 
has been swallowed, not unlike the puck- 
ering of beech-mast. 

The oils marketed as the best varieties 
are frequently adujterated with the cheaper 
sorts. A really fine oil placed upon ice 
will deposit a small layer of clear, solid 
fat, leaving a residuum of transparent 
fluid. A poor oil will solidify throughout, 
or congeal in broken, irregular lumps and 
flakes. Again, a low grade is always 
much heavier than a high grade, and the 
difference is so marked that any one at 
all familiar with the subject will have 
no difficulty in dist'nguishing the real from 
the counterfeit.

JUSTICES JUSTICE. 


Defective Complaints and 
Increased Expense. 


A Typical Case Reported from the 
Court of Rowland 
Township. 


It Would be Amusing if it did not 
Make a Farce of the Law and 
Add to the People’s 
Burdens. 


It is of quite frequent occurrence that 
the complaints drawn up by the country 
justices, and those filed in the township 
courts of the outlying districts, are faulty 
in the most simple and yet most essential 
particulars. The result in such cases is 
that the county is out of pocket and the 
defendant is let loose. If held to answer 
in such cases, not infrequently an appeal 
js taken, and with a like result; the 
county is out a still larger sum ot money 
and the defendant goes free. 

Very many instances might be oited 
to illustrate this most disastrous mode 
of carrying on this particular branch of 
the public business, but one—and a rather 
striking one at that—will suffice. 

The following complaint was sworn to 
before James R. Hodges, who, good, easy 
man, when not engaged in the avocations 
of the law as Justice of the Peace in and 
for Rowland township, followed the ordi- 
nary but generally remunerative occupe- 
tion of a stonemason. What particular 
legal aptitude this workingman showed 
that he was promoted to office deponent 
sayeth not. The document reads as fol- 
lows: 


IN THE JUSTICE’S COURT OF ROW- 
LAND TOWNSHIP, IN THE COUNTY 
OF LOS ANGELES, STATE OF CALI- 
FORNIA. The People of the State of 
California, Plaintiff, vs. John Doe, De- 
fendant—COMPLAINT CRIMINAL. 
Personally appeared before me this 19th 

day of Oct. 1893, R. C. Pollard of Co- 

vima, in the county of Los Angeles, who, 
being by me first duly sworn complains 
and says: That on the i7th day of Oct. 

1893, at and in the county of Los An- 

geles State of California, the crime of 

burglary was committed by John Doe, 
who, at Covina, tore the screen off of the 
kitchen window between twelve and five 
o'clock p.m. on the west side of 
the house, and came into the dining- 
room to the door that goes into the bed- 
room, and broke the keeper off the 
casing and when he got in he went 
through everything in the house and taken 
off with dim between 40 and 50c 
worth of envelopes. From there he went 
mto Ira Bell's room and went through 
everything he had, but didnt find any- 
thing but a letter be had wrote not yet 
mailed. All of which is contrary to the 
form of the statute in such cases made and 
provided, and against the peace and dignity 
of the People of the State of California, 

Said complainant therefore prays that a 

warrant may be issued for the arrest of 

the, said John Dos, and that he may be 
dealt with according to law. 
R. C. Pollard. 

The most superficial examination of the 
high-sounding but most absurd document 
reveals numerous fatal defects. Pollard 
signe the complaint, but nowhere does he 
state that it was his house that was bur- 
glarized; it is asserted that the offense was 
committed “between 1 and 5 o'clock p.m. 
on the west side of the house“ (what time 
would tt then de on the east side’) No 
mention is made as to whether the of- 
fender entered the house by the door or 
window, albeit reference is made to both; 
it does not allege that the casing on the 
door was broken for the specific purpose 
of effecting an entrance, and might, con- 
sequently, have been done th spite; 
it is stated that the offender went 

everything in the house,” but 
whether this means that the defendant 
had an omnivorous appetite and devoured 
everything is left to surmise; no statement 
is made as to whom the envelopes be- 
longed; again, it is alleged that thig ter- 
ribly inconsistent de went through 

everything, but didn't find anything,” a 
contradiction in terms that is sufficiently 

self-evident; a letter was found, but whose,

Now, while all this is amusing as a 
general proposition, it costs money to be 
merry at the expense of the law, and it 
mere, but right that the county should 
not made to pay for other people's fun. 

Deputy District Attorney Rush, with a 
stenographer, went down to attend the 
examination of the defendant named above 
as John Doe. When he read the complaint 

he smiled; a loud, aggressive kind of a 

smile, and the defendant was discharged. 

The story of how this complaint came 
to be filed at all is as interesting as it 
is amusing, inasmuch as it in some de- 
gree indicates the inward workings of the 
bucolic mind. 

R. D.— or Dick Pollard, as he was known 
along the country sidé, left his home with 
his wife one day, leaving the house to look 
out for itself. Upon the return of the 
couple they found it had been burglarized. 
Clarence Allison, the Township Constable, 
was informed. ght here the divine af- 
flatus, or something that passes for it, de- 
scended upon the Constable, for he imme- 
diately developed a most astounding abil- 
ity for detective duty. (By a strange, an 
almost weird dispensation of Providence, 
the most innocent, retiring and genial in- 
dividual develops this same talent so soon 
as he grasps in his fist a constable or po- 
lice officer’s baton.) He found out, with 
what truth does not affect the story, that 
Win Pollard, an uncle of Dick's, living 
one and a half miles distant from the 
burglarized dwelling, had committed the 
crime. He persuaded Dick to his way of 
thinking, and as uncle and nephew were 
not on friendly terms, this, perhaps, was 
not difficult, albeit both Will, Dick and 
Clarence Allison had gone to school to- 
gether and were much about an age. 

The complaint was drawn up and a war- 
rant issued for the arrest of Will Pollard. 
It will be noted right here that in the 
complaint it is not alleged that John Doe 
was the name of a party unknown, for as 
a matter of fact he was known. The Con- 
stable didn’t feel like going into the coun- 
be to make the arrest that night, but 

ght and early he wended his way to 

Will’s home. Before he had gone far he 

saw his man approaching in the distance, 

so he seated himself to await his ap- 
proach. When Will drew near the Con- 
stable hailed him in the usual way. 

“Hello, Will, how are you?“ he inquired 
in the most ordinary, matter-of-fact way. 

“Hello, Clarence,“ responded Will, 
“you're aut early this morning.“ 

“Yes, Fve got a warrant for your arrest 
for breaking into Dick's house, so you'll 
have to come along. 

The couple went before the Justice, Dick 
was brought, and the farce was 
with. The Justice informed the arrested 
man that he would set the day for trial on 

——, and if he liked he could have a jury 
to try the case. Never a word about the 

Investigation simply being an examination, 

and that the defendant must be held to 

answer the charge or dismissed. 

Meantime Justice Dogberry was going 
to let Will Pollard go free, but to this the 
Constable objécted. He insisted he must 
be put under bonds to appear at the re- 
quired time, so the bail was fixed at $100. 
Now, then, who could be got to go on the 
bond? One of the Justice’s men, working 
close by, was held to be qualified, al- 
though it is yet an open question whether 
he then „ free of incumbrance, 
100 cents. Then Will went on his way, 
while the Justice and the Constable, no

Sermons Suitable to the 
New Year. 


Eloquent Discourse by Rev. Mr. Day 


of the First Congregational © 
Church. 


Services at Simpson Tabernacle 
Morning and Evening — Mr. 
Thomson’s Sermon at the 
Church of the Unity.

At the First Congregational Church, 
Rev. Warren F. Day deltvered a sermon 
yesterday appropriate to the last Sabbath 
of the year, from the text, Jeremiah viii, 
20: The harvest is past, the summer is 
ended, and we are not saved.“ 

“There are moments, said the speaker, 
“which, to each of us, are sudden awaken- 
ings to a new consciousness of some fact, 
or impression, hich, while it speaks, 
asserts itself, and will be heard. Such is 
the fact on this, the last Sabbath of the 
year, and the text peculiarly so, if, ‘we 
are not saved’ is the final closing fact of 
the elosing of the old year. The question 
is solemn, imperative. Does the text, in 
your candid judgment, state your condi- 
tion at this hour? Is it not, how your 
friends regard you—your friends’ judg- 
ment is generally your own—not whether 
you are trying to do your best, not what 
you have thougiit, or experienced in the 
past, but this, this only, has the harvest 
passed, the summer ended, and you not 
saved? So faf as you can judge, what is 
your relatien to God? Not whether you 
have taken a doctrine or a creed and are 
living up to them, but what are you do- 
ing—is God's law your law? What is the 
real fact at this moment? 

Another question presses hard upon 
this, if you are not a Christian, when do 
you expect to be one’ Is it one of your 
plans; as you are looking into the new 
year and already feel the glow of unde- 
veloped hopes and purposes, to stand in 
right relations to God’? Do you feel the 
same glow, as you say, I will be a child 
of God? While many expect some time to 
become His, alas, there are some about 
us who will never consent that, that star 
of hope shall illumine their sky. What! 


‘will a man rob God? Yes, every man who 


delays this decisive act, robs the Almighty. 
A voice will. always whisper, wait. 

“The prompt act of the intelligent will 
is the duty of the individual in settling, 
once for all, this momentous question. If 
not now, What are the probabilities that 
you ever will? I do not like to cast shad- 
ows. I préfer the sunshine and like to be 
the bearer of good tidings. But I remem- 
ber that, had it it not been for the chill 
of an approaching iceberg, I should not 
have beén here tonight. I did not like 
the chill, but it was for the safety of 
myself and others: Lou have not come 
to this hour without conflict, but you have 
procrastinated. Later years have come 
and gone, but you have not consummated 
the great transaction which makes you 
His and His alone, The danger is, that 
habit will continue to hold you. He who 
defers to sémetime will find no time, for 

„Tomorrow's sun has never yet 
Bea med on the world, nor ever set.“ 

„What if you shodid resist all influences 
and never become a Christian? I would 
not speak arbitrarily, nor place a diffis 
culty that does not exist. I wish to deal as 
faithfully with you as with myself. Never 
to be a Christian is to leave undone, the 
noblest and sublimest act of humanity, it 
is never to be quite a mplete being, 
never perfected, except in the blending of 
the Divine with the human. It is to leave 
out the noblest service one can give, that 
which can never be rendered by another. 
It is never to be in harmony with God, 
ourselves or our race. Never right with 
God is always wrong. We cannot live as 
if there was no Redeemer, but we may, 
as if the great gift was not for us. . 

“To become a child of God requires 
a definite personal act. We may not be 
able to say when we crossed the line, but 
there is a line to be crossed—a moment 
when the will consents to-be the Lord’s. 
For you, when will that supreme moment 
come, if not now? Is it»manly or wo- 
manly to ask the Almighty to wait your 
convenience, when all obstacles shall be 
removed? Momentous consequences to you, 
to humanity, wait on your decision; you 
cannot afford to wait. We cannot stop the 
sweep of the years—the centurles—we can- 
not change the history of the past, it is 
the story of eternity; it will stand a fact 
forever and forever. It is possible for you, 
just here and now, to reverse thir text 
by the simple consent of your heart; so 
that, when He reigns supreme in it, you 
may have yourself for yourself, and a 
higher song may glorify your days and 
years: “Though the narvest is past, the 
summer ended, yet I am’ saved.“ 

V. W. C. A. GOSPEL MEETING. 

The usual meeting of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association was held 
yesterday afternoon at their rooms on 
Spring street. The meeting was conducted 
by Miss Bmma Rider, on the topic, ‘‘Prais- 
ing God,” taken from Psalms Ivii. The 
leader said: It is almost a rare thing to 
hear people praise the Lord. If they are 
saved from some great difficulty or acci- 
dent, then, perhaps, they will mention 
God's goodness, but for the blessings which 
make life, sweet, food, shelter, home, 
friends, these we too often take for 
granted, and never give thanks. To how 
many of us in the service of God burden- 
some. How would we like to be judged 
by our sérvice, known or unknown? The 
Lord does for us just as much as we 
have faith to receive; if we are not work- 
ing for Him; if we are looking in and not 
out, we get to be doubters.

“Our spiritual bodies can exist where our 
physical bodies could not. So, according to 
the New Testament, we may expect to 
live in a world quite different from this, 
and, im order to determine whether a 
planet is inhabited or not, it is not neces- 
sary that it should contain all the ele- 
ments, conditions and arrangements of 
our earth. The spiritual seers of the 
East saw Christ's star, His old home, His 
spirit projected itself into our earth in a 
human body, and then returned after His 

eath. We are “strangers and pilgrims” 
here, immigrants, waiting for the con- 
tinuing city’’ te come.

CENTRAL METHODIST EPISCOPAL

Rev. F. M. Larkin, pastor of Central 
Methodist Episcopal Church, preached yes- 
terday morning from Luke xxii, 35:

“We are reminded by the calendar,” 
the speaker said, that the year 1894, is 
rapidly drawing to a close, and in a few 
hours the earth will have completed an- 
other eircuit of its millions of miles, 
and will rush on into 1895, without a 
single pause. Thus the years continue 
to march on. By the words of the text, 
Christ seeks to strengthen the disciples 
for mew experiences, by recalling the ex- 
periences of the past. He brings to their 
recollection the time when He sent them 
out, without money or scrip, and then arks 
the question of our text: Lacked ye any- 
thing?“ He is now about to be taken 
from them, and they are to go forth with 
a new commission, viz., to preach the gos- 
pel to the whole world, and He assures 
them that if they only fulfill the condi- 
tions that they will lack for nothing, for 
Lo!

trust are now on a surer footing than 
ever before, with more of the spirit of 
Christ pervading our land than ever, and 
the new year opens with bright prospects 
for material prosperity.

As we 
gaze upon the movements of the planets 
from our earth, they sometimes appear 
w be coming in contact with each other, 
but could we ‘view them from the sun, 
the center of the system, we would see 
that they were all moving in harmony 
with the laws of gravitation, controlled by 
the unseen power. So must we be gov- 
erned by the power of God, and at. the 
end of the year be able to say: ‘Lord, we 
have lacked nothing.

The 
divisions of Monnier and Desaix came in 

As soon as the first battalion of Desaix’s 
division reached the height, it was formed 
into a close column. The Consul, the 
general-in-chief, the generals, the officers 
of the staff, ran through the ranks, and 
everywhere inspired that confidence which 
gives birth to great successes. This ope-. 
ration lasted an hour, terrible to pass, for 
the Austrian artillery was thundering 
upon us, and each volley carried away 
whole ranks. Bullets and shells destroyed 
men and horses. They regeived death 
without moving from their places, and the 
ranks closed over the bodies of their com- 
rades. This deadly artillery even reached 
the cavalry, which was drawn up behind | 
us, as well as a large number of footmen 
of different corps, Who, encouraged by 
Desaix’s division, which they had seen 
passing, had hastened to the fleld of honor. 

Everything is arranged. The battalions 
burn with impatience. The drummer, his 
eye fixed upon the baton of his major, 
awaits the signal. The trumpeter, his 
arm raised, is ready to sound. The signal 
is given; the terrible quickstep is heard; 
the regiments all move together. French 
impetuosity, like a torrent, carries every- 
thing before it. In the twinkle of an eye 
the defile is crossed. The enemy is over- 
whelmed on all sides. Dying, living, 
wounded and dead are trampled under 
foot. 

Each leader, as he reaches the oppo- 
site side of the defile and prepares to en- 
ter the plain, arranges his division in 
battle array. Then it was that our line 
presented a formidable front. As fast as 
the artiilery arrived, it was arranged, and 
vomited death on the frightened enemy. 
They recoH. Their immense cavalry 
charges with fury, but musketry, grape- 
shot, bayonets, stop them short. One of 
their caissons expledes; the terror is re- 
doubled. The disorder which begins is 
hidden by thick clouds of smoke. The 
cries of the victor increase the terror; at 
last they are overwhelmed. They fall 
back; they fly. 

Then the French cavalry threw itself 
into the plain, and, by its boldness, con- 
cealed its mall numbers. It marches 
on the enemy without fear of being bro- 
ken. At the right is Desaix, at the head of 
his intrepid soldiers.» Like a thunderbolt, 
he seems to precede the lightning. Every- 
thing gives way before him. He crossés 
the ditches, the hedges; overwhelms, 
tramples, crushes everything in his way. 

The rough ground is crossed with the 
same speedfi The soldiers clamber head- 
long over the ditches, conquer every difil- 
culty, and even dispute with their chiefs 
the glory of passing first. 

On the left, eGn. Victor, with the same 
speed, takes pessession of Marengo and 
flies toward the Bormida, in spite of the 
efforts of a superior enemy, whose artil- 
lery and cavalry disturb his right flank. 

The center, with less force and cavalry, 
under the order of Gen. Murat, advances 
majestically into the plain. Murat attacks 
the center of the enemy, follows up his 
movement, holds in check an enormous 
body of cavalry. The itrepid Desaix, by 


an oblique and quick motion, turns to the | 


right on San-Stephano, and cuts off en- 
tirely the left Austrian wing. At the 
same moment Gen. Kellermann, with 800 
horses gathered up from several regi- 
ments, compels 6000 Hungarian grenadiers 
to lay down their. arms. 

Oh, grief! It is in the very moment of 
his triumph, after having saved his army 
and perhaps his country, that the friend 
and the model of all brave men, Desaix, 
is mortally wounded. He has only time 
to say to young Lebrun, “Go, fell the 
First Consul that the only regret I have 
is not o have done enough for posterity.” 
With these word she expires. The First 
Consul, on learning this misfortunefi cried 
out, Why may 1 not weep?” 


UNSPEAKABLE ATROCITIES. 


Japanese Tortured at Nanking—Dan- 
ger to Americans at Shanghai. 

(Harper's Weekly) The two Japanese 
who were taken from our Consul-General 
at Shanghai have been decapitated after 
suffering excruciating torture, and all 
Americans are forced. into the position of 
apologists for their country. 

They took the young men to Nanking, 
where they tortured them for two—some 
say for three—days. They made them 
kneel on iron chains, with a bar of. wood 
across their legs, and men standing on the 
bar. They pulled out their finger-nails. 
They put chains on their wrists, and 
poured boiling water on the chains until 
the metal ate its way to the prisoners’ 
bones. They crushed the tongues of the 
two men. They mashed into jelly the 
tenderest, the most sensitive members of 
their bodies. When death was about to 
have its own way with their mutilated 
frames, it was hurried by the executioner’s 
sword. That one of them died exclaiming 
“You may kill me, but my Emperor will 
honor me,“ is no more to the point than 
the fact that they confessed under torture, 
or the further fact that the Chinese insist 
that they were truly spies. 

The Chinese government has informed 
the world that these men were not tor- 
tured. . Unfortunately; the Chinese are not 
always truthful, and in this case all 
Nanking disputes the denial. — 

Shanghai is now the Mecca of Europeans 
and Americans from all over northern and 
central China. They have come here from 
Peking, where the Buropean ministers fear 
immediate rioting, and, perhaps, a revolu- 
tion that will overthrow the present dy- 
nasty. They have come here from Nanking, 
where the torture of the two Japanese 
part of if being such as I cannot state 
in decenmcy—has excitel the people and 
made European life worthless. They have 
come here from ail along the great Yang- 
tse-Kiang Valley, where the Chinese mill- 
ions are bubbling with excitment, fear 
of conquest, and anti-foreign enimosity. 
We have no bouses to be let; we have no 
spare rooms in the hotels. Shanghai is 
full. I have recently made a journey into 
the interior, which was safely and pleas- 
antly aceomplished, but which I would 
not care to repeat. Your artist, C. D. Wel- 
don, covered his boards and canvases with 
a rich treasure of productions of the beau- 
tiful and picturesque scenery, art and 
architecture and customs that surrounded 
us, but yesterday an artist for a great 
London periodical. was hooted and hustled 
out of the walled Chinese city of Shang- 
hai, only a mile from the room in which 
I am writing this. Even during our jour- 
ney, we met thousands or recruits for the 
Chinese army coming down to the sea- 
board in junks, ununiformed and motley in 
garb, but full of an enthusiasm that might 
easily inflame the people against us. 

We Caucasians are strong here, and 
have, in this peculiar little Anglo-Amer- 
ican republic, an armed force of 450 men 
to face the 400,000 Mongolians who are on 
our land and in the walled city beside it. 
We do not anticipate trouble or danger, 
but we cannot say that it may not come. 
Great Britain has about two dozen war- 
ships here and near by, and is about to 
send a number of powerful vessels here to 
protect the English in China in case of 
revolution or anti-foretgn uprisings. Rus- 
sia has a large fleet in these waters, and 
Germany and France have a splendid 
naval force at hand. Therefore we Ameri- 
cans, who still manage some of the great- 
est businesses at this port, are warranted 
in feeling that safety which thé guns of 
other nations will insure us. 


Rain is Coming. 
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Englishmen and Their Newspapers. 


(Price Collier, in December Forum:) The 
newspaper is a member of the family in 
England; and regularly comes to break- 
fast with the other members. The London 
Times is a kind -of oldest son among 
newspapers, and Punch, the jolly bachelor 
uncle, who makes occasional visits. En- 
glishmen take their newspapers into their 
confidence, and have a naive way of writing 
to them on all sorts of subjects. If an En- 
glishman rows down the Thames and stops 
for luncheon at an inn and is overcharged, 
he writes to his newspaper, just as a 
little boy runs in to complain to his 
mamma of the rough treatment of his 
playmates; and later on this first letter 
is followed by others, in which the com- 
parative merits and cost of light lunch- 
eons on the continent, in Seringapatam, 
in Kamchatka, and everywhere else where 
Englishmen have eaten and drunk—and 
where have they not done these?’—is dis- 
cussed au fond, If horses stumble and 
fall in Rotten Row, there are letters on 
the subject which go into the matter of 
road-building, modern horsemanship, and 
the like, with quotations from Virgil and 
anecdotes of accidents that happened half 
a century ago. Of late there have been 
many letters concerning the lynching of 
negroes in our Southern States, and here 
again John Bull, with his ponderous dis- 
regard of the fact that he knows 
nothing at first hand, delivers him- 
seit naively,. as -usual, of. his super- 
ficial conscience. Not only the more 
serious weekly, but also the daily 
newspapers give one the impression that 
they feel themselves to some extent re- 
sponsible for the contemporary auditing 
‘of the accounts of the day of judgment. 
On the. other hand, the better class En- 
Kuish newspapers do not indulge in rash 
suppositions, hasty generalizations, uncer- 
tain guesses at probable future happen- 
ings, and the daily exploitation of the per- 
sonal affairs of notorious nobodies. And 
one may be permitted to say diffidently 
that perhaps this is preferable. If Mr. 
Balfour, for example, were to go abroad 
for a holiday, it would be considered vul- 

r to chronicle his doings and dinings, 
and absolutely brutal and boorish to write 
particulars of the dress and behavior of 
his sister—or his wife, if he had one. The 
sense of fair play of a-nation of sportsmen 
does not permit an editor to torment even 
his enemy from behind a woman’s petti- 
coats. : 


How the Empress of Japan Dresses. 
(“The Empress of Japan,” in Demorest’s 
Magazine for January:) In all things the 
Empress sets the example for her people, 
and not many years ago she decided to 
adopt the western style of dress. The 
question of getting the measure of the 
Empress was a matter of considerable mo- 
ment. Her Majesty’s form was too holy 
to be handled by a- common dressmaker, 
so a compromise was made by taking the 
measure of the Countess Ito, the wife of 
the Premier, who is of just about the 
same height and shape as the Empress, 
and it was after her form that the Em- 
press’s first dress was made. The costume 
was not adopted until after long discus- 
sion, and it was not until nearly twenty 
years after her marriage that she ap- 
peared in state in foreign clothes. In 1885 
she still wore the old Japanese costume 
at one of her garden parties, and this, as 
described by a lady who saw her upon the 
occasion, consisted of a divided skirt of 
the heaviest scarlet silk under a long, 
loose kimono of dull heliotrope brocaded 
with conventional wistaria and the im- 
perial crests in white. She wore no outer 
obi, or sash, about the waist with the big 
bow at the back, as is common to most 
Japanese dresses, 
_wrapped high with surplice folds of rain- 
bow-tinted silks. She had long, square 
sleeves of this heavy brocade, and you 
could see many under-dresses of fine white 
and scarlet silk showing beneath these. 
Her Majesty is every inch an empress. 
She is small and slender, and is what the 
Japanese consider beautiful. She has a 
long, thin face, and her eyebrows have 
the pronounced arch of the willow leaf. 
Her face is sad and rather pathetic, and it 
is more often sober than laughing. At a 
recent visit to the peeresses’ school she 
wore a dove-colored silk dress and dove- 
colored Paris bonnet, with a white plume, 
and her tastes are, as a rule, modest and 
quiet. I am told that she does not like 
pomp; but the customs of the country re- 
quire that when she moves through the 
city it must be in a gorgeous turnout and 
with a large retinue. Her coach is a 
magnificent landau of red and gold. In 
front of it rides a mounted soldier, who 
carries a. purple silk flag with a golden 
chrysanthemum embroidered on it. Be- 
hind this man comes.a cavalcade of sol- 
diers, and further back is the Empress, ac- 
companied by her court ladies.

SANTA ANA, Dec. 30.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)

“There seems to be a favorable indica- 
tion of an awakening of public sentiment 
in Santa Ana toward securing several 
badly-needed public improvements, prin- 
cipal among which are sewerage, light- 
ing facilities, street paving and sidewalks. 

“An adequate sewer system, as we have 
stated before, is a large undertaking, but 
an improvement which is imperatively de- 
manded, and that, too, as soon as we can 
possibly construct it; but ite construction, 
| as well as the necessary steps to be taken 

to secure it, will consume a deal of 
time at the best, and there. A be no 
delay in securing plans from which to 
work. 

“The second proposition, that of better 
lighting facilities for our streets, will un- 
doubtedly be settled in a very short time. 
Our trustees are now deep into the ques- 
tion of public ownership of a plant, and 
will probably submit that question at the 
city election in April. This probability has 
aroused the gas and electric company, 
which has heretofore supplied our street 
lights, and on Monday evening next it will 
“submit to the trustees the following 
proposition in writing, signed by its presi- 
dent, C. M. Holmes: 

„To the Board of Trustees, City of 
Santa Ana. At the request of your Com- 
mittee on Street Lighting, we hefeby pro- 
pdse to furnish the city, thirty are lights, 
of the “Thomson-Houston’ 1200 c.p. type, 
for the sum of $150 per month. The lamps 
to be located not over three hundred feet 
apart and to burn from the usual lighting 
hours until 10 o’clock every night, except 
during two full-moon nights of each month 
when there is to be no lamps lighted; ad- 
ditional lights will be. supplied at same 
price, or additional hours added at pro- 
rata rates. 

„The contract to run tor a period of 
five years; or if the city prefers doing its 
own lighting, we hereby propose to rent 
the board our arc-light apparatus, lamps, 
wires, switches, regulators, all complete 
and guarantee to supply thirty (30) lights) 
for a period of five years, for the sum 
of $1.

Matters to Come Up at the Session 
Today: 

One of the most important of the mat- 
ters to come before the City Council at 
today’s session, yet one which it is 
likely to take little time to dispose of, is 
the recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee that certain of the city officials- 
elect be required to file additional bonds.
